In regard to the contents of the attached extract 
from “Ta Mei Pao“ dated June 29, the official version of 
the French Police is as follows: 

“At 8.350 pem. June 28, 1938 a cigarette tin containing 
explosives was found in front of the Seng tai Shen 
Cigarette and Exchange Shop, 47 Kue voisin. It had not 
exploded and was removed by the rench fYolice. It is 
believed to have been placed in the position where it 
was discovered for purposes of threatening the Ta Chang 
Hong Shop, 6 Shung Yu “i, Rue voisin, which sells 
goods of Japanese origin. This shop is next to the 
above mentioned Cigarette and Exchange Shop."
